'RAILWAY 


Hf KUInr Train and Switching 
Outfit 
MIxiU 
U)-M- on 
In Hospital. 
Dum.iuH to thu I'ropuriy 


About 
tho worst accident the Oahu 
railway 
has over had on tho lino out 
of Honolulu 
occurred yesterday morn- 
ing n fow minutes 
before 
7 
o'clock. 
There was a head on collision 
between 
the Incoming early train and a switch 
engine- - with n couple of cars In tow. 
Two 
itorsons 
wcro Horlously 
Injured. 
These 
wcro respectively 
the engineer 
of tho switch 
engine and his fireman. 
Tholr names arc Louts Myers and An- 
ton e llarba. 
'Myers was at tho throttle, 
Tho pair were Jammed 
between 
the 
light shifting locomotive and tho heavy 
private passenger 
coach 
Pearl. 
The 
engineer liud his left leg fractured 
In 
two places 
above and below tho knee. 
It Is not believed that amputation will 
bo necessary. 
Barba, tho fireman, had 
his left leg below the knee 
so badly 
broken and crushed that tho operation 
of removal 
was performed 
at 
once. 
Both men aro at tho .Quoou's hospital 
nnd as patients aro In good condition. 
Mycre, tho engineer, shows great forti 
tude, bearing 
his severe pains without 
complaint. 
Barba scorns to hae been 
quite demoralized 
by tho shock. 
Thcro was not the sllgntcst reticence 
on the part of tho railway olllclala con- 
cerning tho accident. 
Superintendent 
Denlson was an 
and read- 
ily gave his story. 
The uptraln, duo 
at C:50, 
was about on time and 
was 
entering tho yards at tho usual speod. 
Ucrt Hughes was engineer and Mr. 
Bill-ma- 
n 
was In charge as conductor. 
They 
hail asked for orders at Moanalua, 
but 
there wero no advlcos for them, and 
they came ahead, as Is customary. 
The 
train consisted 
of four cars of tugar, 
about fifty tons In all, a canopy top car 
(open) and a passcngor 
coach 
well 
filled with people, Including 
many city 
residents who had been spending 
Sun- 
day down the rood. 
At what rate 
of 
speed tho train entered tub 'yards will 
ever 
bo a guess. 
The engineer 
nnd 
fireman 
could 
havo no sight ot any- 
thing elso on tho main 
lino till .well 
upon it, as there Is a pronounced 
curve 
at tho lower end of tho yard and at 
the edge of tho swing a house with 
trees and shrubbery, further obstruct- 
ing tho vlow. 
The 
switching 
crew 
happened 
to bo at tho lower end of the 
yard with a small engine, tho car Poarl 
and a canopy 
top. 
It 
appears 
that 
theso 
workers 
thought 
they 
would 
havo tlmo to got their cars Into a aid- 
ing and get out of tho way before the 
train camo along on thp main line. 
It 
was a very tight calculation on time, 
but probably there would have been no 
accident had there been a dry track. As 
tho whistle 
ot 
tho 
Incoming 
train 
sounded tho switching men made tholr 
best efforts to back out ot tho way, but 
tho truck was slippery. 
The cnglnosr 
of tho regular train threw on the air 
brakes. 
The train slowed up percept- 
ibly, but It was too late to avoid the 
the wet track again being an 
Important contrary factor. Superinten- 
dent Denlson saw tho 
mix-u- 
shouted 
back to tlm depot for the clerk on duty 
to telephono for doctors and hastened 
to tho sceno of the wreck. 
The speed ot the train and the weight 
bohlnd 
tho 
locomotive 
wero 
many 
times a match tor tho obstruction. Tho 
little switch engine 
was 
practically 
stripped. 
All that remains tor tho In 
quest of tho mechanics 
was tho boiler 
with engine. 
The cab was knocked in 
to toothpicks, all the small parts car 
Hod away, und tho littlo shifter was a 
sight. 
Tho switch 
engine 
was thrown 
Into tho Pearl with great violence. The 
impact knocked a pair ot trucks 
from 
under tho canopy top behind tho Poarl 
A fow hundrod 
dollars will cover tho 
damage 
to tho President's private, car, 
but Its beauty 
Is gone for 
the 
tlmo 
being, its appearance now being decld 
edly disreputable. 
Both platforms are 
broken 
into kindling wood, one of the 
overhanging top ends 
is crushed 
like 
cardboard, 
a small part of the heavy 
Interior work at ono end Is parted and 
much 
glass 
is shattered. 
Myers and 
Barba were caught between the switch 
engine 
nnd 
tho 
Pearl. 
Thoy 
wero 
quickly' taken from tho Jam nnd 
hur- 
ried to tho hospital. 
At the point ot 
collision 
tho air was for several 
min- 
utes whlto with steam from the switch 
engine, Thcro was a regular shower of 
splinter 
nnd coal. 
With the hissing 
nnd the warm 
wavo thero were many 
men at hand to undertake rescue work 
on behalf of Myers and Barba. 
An ord 
inary wagon was used to transfer the 
injured 
men 
for treatment. 
Use 
of 
such a vohlclo will not bo 
necessary 
again. 
The company 
is having 
com- 
pleted 
In the carpenter shop a modern 
ambulance 
for use on Just such 
occa- 
sions. 
It will 
bo arranged to be used 
as a trailer behind a hack. 
Stretchers 
such as tho company 
keeps at hand, 
wero brought from tho depot. 
Tho damage to the engine ot tho 
In- 
coming train was astonishingly light. 
Not 
even tho headlight 
glass 
was 
broken. 
In the whoio train only 
one

Is ono of the

Dobrls of tho wreck was soon cleared 
away. 
In fact Inside of thirty minutes 
two trains woro sent down the road. 
Tho switch 
onglno 
will 
bo practically 
rebuilt. 
An Investigation Into the af- 
fair will bo hold by tho railway com- 
pany or officials. 
Tho curvo that Is to 
tome degree 
responsible 
for the 
awl-de- nt 
Is to bo reduced. 
News of tho ac- 
cident won sent down tho road 
and 
passengers 
on trains coming 
In later 
wero on tho lookout, 
while the 
en 
gines gavo much moro warning whistle 
than usual.

I notlco a paragraph In be 
half ot tho niynah It being stated as the 
opinion 
of tho Socrotary 
of tho Board 
ot Agriculture, 
Mr, 
Clarke, 
that this 
bird 
Is ot Immense 
value to Hawaiian 
agriculture. May 
1 beg spaco for n fow 
words 
confirmatory 
ot 
Mr, Clarke's 
opinion. 
Slnco my stay In Hawaii 
I 
havo had excellent opportunities to ob 
serve tho habits of tho mynah 
In the 
coffeo districts ot Olaa, In llllo and In 
thu adjoining sugar plantations, und 
I 
foci sure that tho ItcuofltR conferred 
by 
tho mynah far outweigh 
tho injury It 
does. 
Tho 
mynah 
prefers 
tin 
open 
country 
to forest nnd settled districts 
to the wilderness. 
It Is therefore ex 
ceedingly abundant on tho sugar plan 
tations and 
In nil pasture lands. 
If 
anyone, doubts tho value ot tho mynah 
In such localities 
he has but to shoot n 
few and examine 
tho stomachs, 
Theso 
will 
bo found cramnrcd 
with 
insects. 
most of which aro positively 
Injurious 
to tho farmer nnd tha cmo grower. 
On tlio other hand thoorchnrdlHt 
nnd 
tho small fruit grower havo room 
to 
dtsllko tho mynah for whllo they pro-- 
lit by tho war It wages 
upon insect 
pests they 
lose 
by 
Its 
fondness 
for 
fruits, especially 
figs. 
Eo 
too 
thorw 
Rooms to bo Just ground 
for complaint 
against tho mynah in Olaa where It is 
gonurally 
bcllced, 
probably not with 
out good icafon, that the mynahs carry 
Into 
tho 
coffee patches tho 
seeds ot 
Hllo grass and of other wiedri. 
Tho 
birds thus prove 
a 
serious 
nuisance 
slnco they add materially 
to tho annual 
cost of weeding. 
Tho course 
that naturally suggests 
Itself Is to kill the birds 
where 
thoy 
do Injury nnd preserve 
them 
where 
they uro beneficial. 
In this connection 


I may state that tho doad bodies of two 
or three mynahs 
hung 
In 
n llg tree 
havo a wonderful 
effect In destroying 
the appetlto for figs of their sorrowing 
relatives. 
Tho mynah 
Is a "knowing 
cups," 
ns Artcmas 
Ward 
called 
the 
crow, and is quick to road an object 
lesson. 
In conclusion 
llko every other hint 
In Its relation to agriculture tho 
my- 
nah has good nnd bad traits, but I 
with Mr. Clarke that when every- 
thing is summed 
up tho balance 
will 
be found to bo largely 
In 
tho bird's 
favor nnd that, now It has boon 
Intro- 
duced into theso Inlands It should 
be 
preserved. 
Tho selection 
of birds 
for Introduc- 
tion into theso Islands is a matter that 
should rccelvo tho most careful atten 
tion, nnd no species should 
bo allowed 
to bo Imported that has not been sanc- 
tioned 
by authority. 
Already several species havo been In 
troduced 
that should 
havo been most 
carefully 
excluded. 
Hero an ounce of prevention 
Is worth 
an unlimited 
number of pounds of cure.

morning, 
the steamer 
brought from 
Hauauiaulu 
the 
sad news of the death of Hunry 
Wil- 
cox, brother of Judgo Luther Wilcox, 
of this city. 
Upon receiving tho startl- 
ing Intelligence 
Judge Wilcox left his 
homo and came into the city, 
where 
letters were awaiting him from George 
Wilcox, of I.lhue, and from It 
V. T. 
Purvis. 
Despondent 
from 
Illness, 
Henry Wilcox 
took ills own life. 
Mr. 
Wilcox was a sufferer 
from neuralgia 
and 
Insomnia. 
His 
physicians 
had 
warned him that death might coiuo at 
any moment 
from 
apoplexy. 
Suffer 
ing intensely 
with 
pain, 
looking 
into 
a future which 
seemed 
hopeless, 
his 
mind perhaps for thu moment 
weak 
ened and the desire to end it all was 
carried into action. 
.Mrs. Wilcox and her sister, Miss Car 
rie Green, 
had 
been to Nlumalu, 
be 
yond Nawlllwili, and did not return to 
Hanamaulu 
until late last Wednesday 
afternoon. 
As Mrs. Wilcox entered the 
house she expected 
her husband 
there 
to greet her. 
Not meeting 
him at the 
threshold, she passed on Into the bed- 
room. 
Almost overpowered, 
sustained 
only by the comforting 
presence of her 
sister, tho woman saw on the floor be 
fore, her, lying in Jus own blood, 
the 
man front whom she ihad. parted but a 
few hours before 
dead. 
Tho stained 
templo and tho pistol by his side, told 
the story' 
One chamber In the pistol 
was empty. 
A coroner s Jury was called and gave 
a verdict of death 
by 
suicide. 
The 
physician 
who examined 
the body an- 
nounced that the. man had been dead 
between four and five hours when

covered. 
The funeral services, 
which

Henry Wilcox was about 
40 years of 
age.

Is so small, that even the tnx commis 
sioners become demoralized 
and refute 
to enforce the law. 
One of the chief reasons for the fail 
ure to discover 
and 
assess 
personal 
property 
on the Mainland 
Is the ab 
sence of Civil Service 
in the tax de 
partment. 
If the tax officers become 
nnpopiilnr 
by ferreting out property, 
they are removed, or not 
As the communities 
become 
older 
tho method of collecting 
taxes will be 
readjusted, 
and made more equitable. 


In the early days, the dog tax

the camp, and to food and keep them- 
selves free from disease, there have not 
appeared

war was opened, enough
